Yellow 
Fever Raging T erribly T hrough­ 
out the Turbulent Inland. 
W ashington, July 12.—A report re 
ceived here from Santiago de Caba, 
says: 
“The death rate from yellow 
fever 
is increasing at 
un alarming 
rate.” 
The same state of affairs is indicated 
by the report from Puerto Principe. 
I lie m ilitary hospital at the latter place 
is crowded, and the disease is of the 
most m alignant type 
This place is 
near the center of the Island of Cuba. 
Which would indicate th at the disease 
is virulent aud epidemic and is rapidly 
m aking its way toward Havana, aud 
tho Western cud of the island. 
Similar 
news from San .luau comes as a stir 
prise, a- not lung had previously been 
heard from that port since the 24th of 
April, when only one death was re­ 
ported. 
San Juan is the capital of the 
Island of Puerto Rico, the most eastern 
of the western Indies, aud one of the 
ti paul-h possessions. 
The report from this {loint come* 
from the United States consul there 
lie says that no record of the cases ta 
published, bul that lie gets his inform a­ 
tion from reputable physicians. 
He at 
tributes the new impulse in th e disea-w 
to the presell'* there of Spanish troops 
and adds: 
“ While the military bar 
rack- are never quite free from this dis 
ease. the present condition of things 
bids fair to produce a serious epidemic of 
fever, if it ha- nut already reached that 
stage, during the months of July, Au- 
gu-t, September and October. 
Three 
hundred or more cases in the military 
hospital and the disease seems to lie in 
creasing while mortality is alarming, 
reselling as high as Mi or 90 per cent. 
In view of these reports Surgeon (leu 
oral W yman is re doubling his efforts 
for the protection of the American coast 
against the infection.
